No. J-110H /65/78-M2. — The Geological Survey of India 
(GSI) is the third oldest and second largest national survey 
of its kind in the world. The activities and the employee 
strength of this organization have grown significantly in 
recent years, in tunc with the need to explore and exploit 
the country's resources in the most optimal manner, to 
speed up the process of development. .At the time of Inde- 
pendence, the GSI had a total complement of only 
about 52 geologists and other staff. Since then, with the in- 
crease in the activities of the GSI, the toal employee strength 
(including contingent staff) has increased to around 17000- 
18000. During thj past three decades, there has not only 
been a significant increase in the quantum of exploration 
work, there have also been major changes in the structure, 
programme content, and variety of scientific disciplines in 
the GSI. With the growth . of the GSI and its 
activities, as well as the growth of new technology and 
equipment for surveys and exploration, the need was felt 
for a basic restruehiring of administration and policy formu- 
lation in the GST, in tune with the needs of the times. 
Accordingly, the Department of Mines constituted a Com- 
mittee (the GSI Review Committee) to review the organiza- 
tion, structure, functions and performance of the GSl. 

2. The Review Committee has, after an in-depth study of 
the present organization and system of management in the 
GST, 'made several recommendations pertaining to the 
administrative, financial, and policy planning structure and 
procedures in the GSL In brief, the Review Committee 
felt that there is need for the input of a modern management 
system in the GSI to keep pace with the fast growth of 
the organization, and the tasks assigned to it. The Com- 
mittee's recommendations stemmed from the need to en- 
courage more modern techniques of exploration (including 
greater reliance on an inter-disciplinary approach), to vest 
the GSI with greater powers and responsibilities, and to 
ensure that there is greater devolution of powers and res- 
ponsibilities down the line, within the organization. 

3. The Government of India has decided, in line with the 
recommendations of the GSI Review Committee, to consti- 
tute a Board of Management for the GSI, with a view to 
reorganize the administrative structure of the GSI, to allow 
greater autonomy to the organisation, and to ensure the 
fullest parlicipation by scientists at all levels in the planning 
and implementation of the programmes of the GSI. To- 
gether with other organizational changes, the new adminis- 
trative framework is design "d to introduced cost effective- 
ness, better personnel management and optimum utilisation 
of men and materials in the GST, through appropriate devo-

6. The Board shall have the following functions and res- 
ponsibilities : —

cerning the GSI and to lay down priorities for the 
Geological Survey, and to plan the organizational 
change.-; necessary lo me :t the long term require- 
ments of the economy. 

(b) To facilitate expeditious Implementation of the 
plans and programmes of the GSl. 

(c) To approve the budget for prcs-entnUrn to the 
Government. 

(d) To consider and approve any major clr rycr in the 
annual field programme, involving substantial re- 
allocation of funds in relation to the approved pro- 
gramme. 

(c) To consider all matters pertaining to personnel 
management. 

(f) ’To approve International collaboration programme/ 
agreements etc. in consultation with the concerned 
Ministries /Depit. of the Government of India. 

(g) To assess and select persons from within the Deptt, 
to the position of Eminent Scientist and Specialist, 
and to Tecommend names for National Awards. 

(h) In all other ways, to exercise powers of the Minis- 
try, both administrative and financial, to en- 
able the GSI to carry on its work smoolhly and 
efficiently and to delegate necessary powers to 
DO, GSI to achieve such a goal. 

7. The Board shall be the policy making and sanctioning 
authority for the GST. Once its overall consolidated budget 
has been approved by Government all further powers of 
direction and sanctions for the GSI shall vest with the 

Board. 

8. The Board would arrange for suitable delegation of 
authority within the GST. While the final executive autho- 
rity would vest in tho DG, there would be increasing 
devolution of responsibility and authority, as close to the 
work area as possible, leading to faster decision making and 
improved work output. 

9. The Board shall initially have a (enure of two years. 
It is envisaged that the Board would meet once in two 
months. 

10. In case of serious differences of opinion within the 
Board of Management, the matter would be referred to the 
Ministers of Mines and of Finance for a final decision. 

11. Any cfmge in the composition, functions, etc. of the 
Board of Management, if found necessary, may be made 
only with the approval of the Minister of Steel and Mines. 

12. The non-official members of the Board of Manage- 
ment will be eligible for TA & DA as admissible to Class II 
officers of the Government of India.
